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I’m so tired but I can’t sleep 3 :

Intersection in Town 


Here are some of the highlights from the speech delivered by 
President Husfloen at his inauguration, held on October 19, as 
he becomes Augustana’s 12" President. 


To paraphrase Zero Mostel’s classic film of years ago, “A funny 
thing happened to me on the way to the Inauguration.” | slipped 
and fell while preaching at a United Church in Edmonton. | 
suppose the denomination is irrelevant in this case and the 
pulpit was surely less threatening than the one jutting from the 
wall in this place. But | landed hard and tore my Achilles 
tendon. And, after some very expert attention at the University 
of Alberta Hospital, | have been re-cast into a role which | shall 
have to play for the next four and 1\2 weeks. 


...But | want to thank you for coming here this afternoon. And | thank you for indulging me while | am temporarily less mobile than | would 
wish to be on this festive day. 


On the other hand, should the pathos of my appearance be helpful in the generation of donations to Augustana, then the pain is all worth 
it and | shall not have fallen in vain. Which is to suggest something about the nature of presidencies these days. The classic response to 
the often asked question, “Exactly what does a president do?” The classic response is that a president is someone who lives in a big 
house and who begs for a living. Well | don't live in a big house, but | do intend to beg for my living because | believe in what Augustana 
University College can do if we take seriously what it means “to lead and to serve,” as our motto suggests. And because | believe in this 
school, | am going to be incessant in my asking for money to support it and incessant in my asking for money to undergird the excellent 
things that we are doing. So be forewarned, you are going to be asked! 


Now there was a time when universities could afford to sit high on a windy hill, harmlessly above the fray, perhaps with even a kind of 
disdain for the idiosyncrasies of the masses which surrounded them. It is not lost upon me that a few days after my arrival in Camrose, | 
was visiting with a small business owner on the main street of this town who said to me with a tinge of sadness, “Sometimes | think there 
is a moat around the campus.” 


Well I’m here to tell you one thing this afternoon: and that is, that the drawbridges are down, and the gates are wide open and we are 
saying loudly and clearly to all who would hear: that Augustana exists for one reason and for one reason alone; and that reason is that we 
are here to serve. 


We have one of the finest classroom teaching records of any institution in Canada. We have one of the highest ratios of Ph.D.'s to 
students of any institution in Canada. The scholar who teaches the class is also the scholar who reads the student's papers, and is also 
the scholar who grades the student's exams. There is an incredible, almost magical experience that happens in our classes and it 
flourishes when an institution takes seriously that its calling in life is an almost holy summons to serve. 


| was talking with a father of one of our students last Spring, and he couldn't get over the fact that when his daughter took sick and was 
hospitalized for an extended period, her professors took time to visit her on a regular basis; took the time to keep her assignments current 
and the educational process up to date; but most importantly, he couldn't get over the fact that her professors took the time to care. 


The institution that will survive into the new millennium, is the institution that serves and the institution that cares. And | want to tell you 
this afternoon that Augustana University College is a survivor because it serves and because it cares. 


It is also the institution that is willing to be entrepreneurial in its spirit. It is the kind of institution that is willing to take risks on behalf of the 
educational enterprise. We're lowering our tuition next year - down by $234 bucks. That's a risk. We're lowering it because we are 
beginning to understand some of the vagaries and some of the eccentricities of the marketplace. We are beginning to listen to the people 
who would like to come here but who can't afford it. And we are saying to them, “We hear you!” - so the tuition is going down. When | 
arrived on campus last July there was supposed to be a honeymoon, but when | arrived on campus | discovered that the tuition for part- 
time students was almost three times the cost per credit hour over what full-time students were paying. The Academic Dean and the 
Director of Admissions said, “Can't we lower the part-time tuition?” And we did it. Just like the airlines, we had a seat sale. No first class 
or tourist, perhaps, no aisle or window, but we had classes that were planned and spaces within them that were empty. And suddenly, we 
discovered a sizable number of people in this community who wanted to try a university course or two, or who wanted to keep on learning, 
and who now could afford it. | think that’s what we mean when we talk about serving. 


| ran into one of our seat sale students last Thursday in the coffee shop, George Cook. He's retired. So he’s taking beginning French, and 
beginning Latin and beginning Norwegian, and his wife is taking a reading course about early feminist mystics. | spoke to George in 
Norwegian, and he answered me in Latin. Or maybe it was French. | can only handle one language at a time. But the sheer delight in his 
eyes at the wonder of learning; that is what makes Augustana an incredible place to be. 


We have one of the finest community education programs in the province. And the offerings of that program are as important a part of the 
teaching and learning mission of this university as any academic curriculum that we offer. There isn't a college and university planner in 
North America who is worth her or his salt that doesn't understand that the future of university education is inextricably bound together 
with the concept of life long learning. Degree programs and community education programs are part of the same fabric - they are the woof 
and the warp of what we offer and because of the lively intersection of both, our whole cloth is the stronger for it. 


The Lutheran Church was born in a university setting. Martin Luther was an academic, albeit with interesting quirks, and excellence in 
teaching and excellence in learning have been signs of the dialogue that defines the Christian faith as it is interpreted in the life, literature 
and theology of the Lutheran tradition. This is a dialogue that is as lively in the university classroom as it is in the setting of a parish 
catechism class or in the proclamation of the Word in the congregation's worship. The gift of Lutheran Theology has been the sustaining 
of communities in which the faith is proclaimed. We are a Lutheran University, owned by the Evangelical Lutheran Church of Canada. 
And as Lutherans, the strength of what we bring to our service and to our caring and to our entrepreneurial spirit is our theology; not in our 
structure nor in our size. 


Thus, we are free to be ecumenical and free to celebrate the richness which persons from many faith traditions bring to this community of 
scholars. The increasing presence of first Nation students in our midst is a marvelous leaven of joy for the academic community. 


So what's the bottom line? | sat the other evening on an Air Canada Airbus 320, en route from Toronto to Edmonton, squeezed into the 
last row of economy just in front of the galley - there were three of us, fairly large men, my upgrade skills having failed me. And after 
dinner, and the movie and coffee, | noticed that the fellow sitting beside me was reading scientific abstracts and correcting papers. 


So | asked him, “What do you do?” He said he was a professor at the University of Alberta, mostly working with graduate students. Then 
he asked me what | did, and | said that | was the new president at Augustana in Camrose. 


And without a moment's hesitation, he responded: “Oh, you send us some of the finest students that we get!” 


Now what more than that, need a president say? Thank you.
